According to nil accounts Dr. Ella Flngg Young-, the new president of 


the National Education association, is a somewhat strenuous individual. 
She has a. great many hobbies, and of course hobbies arc highly appreci- 
ated in educational circles. 


One of Miss Young's idons and probably one of the best she has put 


i'oiward is, that school children should be tau.eht to swim and that tin: 
ability to swim should bo- a condition of their graduation. That idea, if 
carried out, would result in the saving of thousands of lives every year. 
But Miss Young points out Ihul if Ihe pupils arc taught to swim it 
is 


necessary for the teachers to be well versed in the art in order (hat they 
may be able lo instruct (heir pupils. Now if Miss Young's ideas on Ihis 
point bo adopted very generally over Ihe country, OH they arc liable. In be, 
it is not improbable that we may find our present teachers embracing every 
opportunity to practice the natatorial arl. It. might come rather hard on 
some of our teachers if Ihey wore all required lo learn to swim, but per- 
haps this requirement, will apply only to tho teachers to bo hereafter gradu- 
ated. Miss Young's idea is, that every normal school should have its swim- 
ming pool in which the young teachers could practice in tho water. There 
nro a good many points lo the art of which both pupils and teachers arc as 
a, rule, entirely ignorant at th« present lime. If Mm Young can induce 
the school committees throughout Ihe country to adopt her views in this

QUINCY, July 20.—Charles Boothby 


of 47 Chestnut street was arrested yey- 
terday, charged with assault upon his 
eight year old son Charles. The case 
is a peculiar one and aroused consid- 
erable feeling among the neighbors of 
the Boothbys. 


The boy, according to his parents, 


has caused them a great deal of trou- 
ble by his propensity, to run away, and 
to put a stop to such actions it is al • 
leged the father shackled thc young- 
ster yesterday morning »vlth a brase 
chain and tied the ends with wire so 
that the- boy could not release himself 
from the bonds. 
The senior Boothby 
is employed by the electric light com- 
pany, and the police say the' wire was 
wound in the manner in which lines- 
men make tuch connections. 


The story the police tell is that the 


boy got into the yard during the day 
and hobbled about for a time, as \ui 
was unable to walk freely, and finally 
made his way into the street, where he 
was/seen by some 
of the 
children. 


They noticed his plight and mentioned 
it to their parents, and same, of thu 
older residents of 
the neighborhood 


spoke of the matter to tho police. 


Inspector McKay went to the house 


and found that the boy ha.d.then gone 
Indoors. He saw the youngster through 
the screen door, 
still shackled, and 


called to Mrs. Boothby. who refused to 
admit him. Shn told the officer that it 
was necessary, It is alleged that 
thc 


hoy should 
be Jbound, otherwise 
he 


would run away. 
The officer told her thai the bonds 


must be removed or he would procure 
warrants for her arrest and for her 
husband as well. He went to the sta- 
tion house and returned to the Booth- 
by house soon afterward with the pa- 
pers. He found that Mrs. Boothby had 
taken thc chains from the boy's legs, 
which were somewhat scratched. Thc 
police do not believe that the injuries 
were caused by the chain, however, 
Boothhy was taken to thc police sta- 
tion and Mrs. Boothby wut 
as a witness.

(rrovldcnce' Tribune.) 


In connection with the report that 


the indictments ugainst certain "bulls" 
in the so-called :olton pool case will 
stand, the 
announcement that "the 


principal members of the pool are not 
attempting to crowd the market up- 
ward" is somewhat significant. 
It Is 


explained that since the "bull inter- 
ests began to lake up 
deliveries on 


contracts last March 
they have re- 


ceived about 400,000 bales, ot which 
quantity they have shipped to spinners 
at home and at Liverpool and Bremen 
all but 30,000 or 40,000 bales and that 
they are now selling only 3000 or 4000 
bales a day. 
. 
.. 
But ap the Tribune has'suggested, if 


the situation is precisely as represent- 
ed—and' there is no evidence thus far 
to prove that It is not—It would be In- 
' teresting, surely, to learn wh.at would 
happen or what might be expected, to 
happen 1£ this clique were not selling 
or buying and holding 100,000 bales of 
cotton a day. That is, it seems to be 
agreed both by those who were 'long 
of the market and by those who have 
been pinched through failure to covn 
er" that these speculators who nave 
been indicted have been dealing in ac- 
tual cotton; they have not been merely 
betting that prices 
would 
advance. 


They have been taking the cotton that 
was offered as It came along and they 
have been reselling U. It is admittedly 
true that they bought for future deliv- 
ery, but manufacturers have done that 
over and.over again and on occasions 
they have combined to buy. 
Now if 
manufacturers 
who pur- 


chased In March cotton for delivery In 
later months saw lit for any reason to 
sfore that cotton when it arrived at 
their mills it is incredible that the gov- 
ernment would interfere 
with 
thorn. 


Yet their refusal to convert the raw 
material into cloth would be an act in 
restraint of trade it restraint of trade 
means anything. It would be stored 
obviously for only one purpose, name- 
ly, to enhance its value. Cotton spin- 
ners do not hold cotton in order to re- 
duce its price. Accordingly, it is difii- 
cttlt to understand, why speculators in 
actual cotton feel called upon to an- 
nounce for the benefit of the public or 
their prosecutors, as In this Instance, 
that they have disposed of. the greater 
part of the cotton for which they con- 
tracted and are now soiling only small 
lots daily against a legitimate demand 
for it. 
Apparently if they held this 
July cotton or, oh the other hand, sold 
it freely they would be engaged 
In 


simply'an ordinary-business transac- 
tionIt has been commonly supposed that 
all citizens were at liberty to buy and 
sell when they pleased and as 
they 


pleased. But it is plain that some other 
interpretation has been put upon the 
activities of these dealers which niakos 
it necessary 
to proclaim- from tho 


housetops that they are not realizing 
large profits, at least not as large prof- 
its as would accrue were they free to 
exercise their best judgment.

ASSASSINATION BY THE MOROS. 


We came very near to having one of our colonial officials assassinated 


in the Philippines, the other day, when a crowd of Moros cnme with con- 
cealed bolos and made a rush upon Secretary Worcester of the Philippine 
commission. 
The prompt action of his body guard alone in shooting down 


three of the men saved the life of Secretary Worcester. The incident has 
served as a reminder that the singe of civilization reached in some parts of 
the Philippines is nothing of which we can boast. 


We presume that Col. Roosevelt will now counsel a more liberal appli- 


cation of the big stick and the total abandonment of any sentiment in favor 
of Filipino independence. 


It should be remembered Hint the Moros are no more civilized at the 


present time than when the islands were annexed to the United States. 


Secretary Worcester was malting a'tour of the islands, many of which 


have never been visited by any American official. 


The civilization that exists around Manila is still distinctly Philippine 


with a mere veneer of Americanism. 


The attempted assassination will doubtless be followed by a wave of 


severity, but the people of the United Stales will not be acquainted with 
the number of the victims.

ASSASSINATION 
BY THE 
MOROS. 


We came very near to having one of our colonial officials assassinated 


in the Philippines, the other day, when a crowd of Moros came with con- 
cealed bolos and made a rush upon Secretary Worcester of the Philippine 
commission. The prompt action of his body guard alone in shooting down 
three of the men saved the life of Secretary Worcester. The incident has 
served as a reminder that the stage of civilization reached in some parts nf 
the Philippines is nothing of which we can boast. 


We presume that Col. Roosevelt will now counsel a more liberal appli- 


cation of the big stick and the total abandonment of any sentiment in favor 
of Filipino independence. 


It should be remembered that the Moros arc no more civilized at the 


present time thnn when the islands were annexed to the United States. 


Secretary Worcester was making n tour of the islands, many of which 


have never been visited by any American official. 


The civilization that exists around Manila is still distinctly Philippine 


with a mere veneer of Americanism. 


The attempted assassination will doubtless be followed by a wave of 


severity, but the people of the United States will not be acquainted with 
the number of the victims,
